Response to Arguments in the Appeal Brief 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn.

The closest prior arts of record issued to Jensen, Johansson and McGraw fail to either 
alone or combine to teach or suggest a system and a method of transferring an in-progress call 
between a wireless device and a wired device by establishing a short-range wireless 
communication link directly between the wireless device and wired device, wherein at the wireless 
device, receiving an identifier that has been transmitted from the wired device to the wireless 
device over the direct wireless communication link, and at the wireless device, transmitting the 
identifier and a call transfer request to enable the telephone call to be transferred to the wired 
device as cited in claims 1,8, 14, 18-19. Jensen does not provide to include an identifier to enable 
a new call origination, although Jensen teaches an in-progress transfer call between wired and
